THE LEADER OF THE NDP SAYS THE 
Alberta government has to make a 
larger commitment to fighting pros- 
titution 

Brian Mason is calling for 1000 
units of affordable housing to be 
built in Alberta over the next year. 
He also wants the government to 
raise social assistance rates by 20 per 
cent. He says the additional 
resources may mean a woman won't 
have to choose between feeding her 
family and becoming a sex trade 
worker. 

“We want to remove the condi- 
tions that force these women into 
prostitution,” says Mason 

His comments come just days 
after Project Kare announced it has 
added another missing person's file 
to its caseload. 21-year-old Maggie 
Lee Burke has been missing since 
early December. Earlier this month, 
an oil field worker discovered the 
body of 20-year-old Charlene Gauld 
in a wooded area outside Camrose. 
Her death brought the number of 
sex-trade worker homicides being 
investigated by Project Kare to 11 in 
the past 16 years.

Producers of all 
commodities, with the exception of supply managed 
commodities, are eligible for this payment. 


: A direct payment of $155 million to producers of cattle and 
other eligible ruminants including bison, elk, deer, seats and 
sheep.

WHO IS KEN CAMERON? 

The 35-year-old playwright received 
his Honours BA in English from McGill 
University before moving to Calgary 
where he received an MFA in Directing 
from the U of C. Although not well 
known up here in Edmonton, Cameron 
is a familiar face in Calgary. This week, 
three of his plays open—My One and 
Only at Workshop West, a workshop of 
a new play, and his solo piece My Moroc- 
co at Lunchbox Theatre. 

Currently the Executive Director of 
the Alberta Playwrights’ Network, 
Cameron is the author and developer of 
works such as | Think I'm a Wolf with 
the Plaid Tongued Devils, and Doppel 
ganger a play written by eight writers 
from across Canada which focuses on 
the effect of 9/11 on grief and tragedy. 
Other plays include: Stop Thinking!, The 
Climate: a Province in deKlein, Martian, 
Zertrummerung, Office Hours and Might 
As Well Live, an adaptation of ten short 
stories by Dorothy Parker. 

Also on his resume is five years with 
Calgary’s One Yellow Rabbit. In that 
tme he worked as an assistant director 
on some of the company’s greatest 
international successes—Doing Leonard 
Cohen, Thunderstruck, Death In New 
Orleans, and The History of Wild The- 
atre. 

My One and Only was shortlisted for 
the 2005 Gwen Pharis Ringwood 
Award for Drama at the Alberta Book 
Awards “I'm nominated right up there 
beside Stewart Lemoine and Karen 
Hines (Pochsy), which is pretty incredi- 
ble if you think about it!” 

Once the fluster of awards and open- 
ings has settled down, Cameron is set 
to get married to Rita Bozi—a familiar 
face to Edmonton Fringe fans for the 
play she did with T] Dawe—52 Pickup.

Ken Cameron says the inspiration 
for his play dealing with love, sex, 
and the greatest sexual icon of mod- 
ern times came from the unlikeliest 
source—The Tragically Hip’s hit 
“Blow at High Dough.”

Pertinent Porgy closes Opera season

EDMONTON OPERA IS ENDING ITS SEA- 
son in exile from the under-renova- 
tions Jubilee Auditorium witha 
cathartic and must-see folk-opera, 
says artistic director Brian Deedrick 

“It’s been a challenging and diffi- 
ault season for everybody here at the 
opera [producing a season outside 
their usual venue], but we're ending 
it with an full-on emotional high,” 
he says of their May 6th and 8th con- 
cert-style presentation of Porgy and 
Bess at the Winspear Centre. 

Deedrick says this 1935 hybrid 
musical work is an absolute must-see 
for “anybody who considers them- 
selves a fan of the arts” and an 
absolute musical classic chock-a- 
block with hits (“Summertime,” 
“Bess, You is my Woman Now,” “It 
Ain't Necessarily So” among others). 

More so, Deedrick says the work is 
still as emotionally and socially rele- 
vant—documenting America’s still- 
raw racial tensions and its persistent 
drug culture—as it was when it was 
first released in the heart of the Great 
Depression. 

While Tin Pan Alley-trained 
Gershwin is perhaps best remem- 
bered for his Broadway (Strike Up the 
Band, Lady, Be Good!, and Funny Face) 
and movie scores, the eclectic com- 
poser was also adept at penning 
compositions that combined tradi-

tional musical theatre forms with 
jazz, blues, and folk themes. 

The most famous of these hybrids 
is certainly Porgy and Bess, but other 
genre-bending works include the 
1924 “Rhapsody in Blue” (a sym- 
phonic jazz composition for jazz 
band, piano and orchestra), 1928's 
“An American in Paris” (a tone 
poem incorporating elements of jazz 
as well as realistic sound effects), and 
“Blue Monday,” a one-act folk opera 
set in Harlem that he’d penned in 
1922. 

While it received poor reviews 
when it first opened, Porgy and Bess is 
one of musical theatre most beloved 
and most produced works. Based on 
the 1926 Dubose Heyward novel 
Porgy (subsequently translated into a 
well-received stage play by Hey- 
ward) Gershwin sweated away two 
years on the masterwork, actually 
moving to the Old South for several 
months to research first hand 
African-American culture and music. 

Deedrick is thrilled with the 
world-class cast assembled for this 
first major local presentation of the 
musical in two decades. His ensem- 
ble includes Terry Cook, Lawrence 
Marshall, and Washington, DC- 
based singer Marquita Lister in the 
role of Bess (the show’s leading lady, 
the tragic figure torn between two 
men: the drug-addicted layabout 
Crown and the noble but physically 
handicapped Porgy). 

Lister has sung the role of Bess 
internationally, with high-profile 
gigs in Italy, Paris, Japan, and Aus- 
tria, and has created equally high- 
profile takes on the great ladies of

Causing a great and instant scan- 
dal when it debuted in 1900, Schnit- 
zler’s La Ronde was a 10-scene play 
that documented a series of over- 
lapping sexual hook-ups as a char- 
acter from one scene went on to 
seduce someone fresh in the next. 
Because of the time gap involved 
in the Sound and Fury writing 
process, Hughes says the play- 
wrights worked closely with each 
other, but in virtual fashion.

Some more development with this 
character would render the play’s 
concluding moments more effective. 

Kim McCaw’s energetic and 
entertaining production embraces 
the fulsome emotions and creepy 
psychology of the era. There is the 
sense in Becoming Sharp that the 
characters are skating on thin and 
brittle ice—and McCaw connects the 
plot revelations with focused inter- 
actions that allow for glorious histri- 
onics when required. What's miss- 
ing is a true sense of claustrophobia, 
a suffocating atmosphere. It’s hinted 
at, but a more closed-in set would 
aid the performers in establishing 
the mood. 

The cast is well matched. Rebecca 
Starr brings an amusingly taciturn 
grimness to Penelope, which makes 
the character effective despite the 
limitations of the script. Vanessa 
Holmes personifies wholesome 
youthful enthusiasm while bringing 
a steely quality to Judy. Coralie 
Cairns steals the show as the fabu- 
lous tigress Eleanor. Bitchy, snide 
and ominous, this creation scares up 
many laughs while imparting a fris- 
son of creepiness.

AFTER TAKING OVER ON SHORT 
notice last spring and putting togeth- 
era solid concert series, Raj Nigam is 
wrapping up his first season as Exec- 
utive Producer of The World at Win- 
spear.

“We had some big shows, con- 
certs that had better than 1,400 in 
attendance”, says Nigam.

“How do I do it? Barely,” says the 
affable musician from his Double D 
Ranch just outside Eunice, 
Louisiana. “When I’m not perform- 
ing I’m early to bed and early to rise.

It's 
calving season, and I have one calf 
witha pinched nerve, so I've been 
working on getting him up and 
nursing. At the same time it’s beena 
busy week, musically.

Like a lot of musicians from 
Louisiana, Delafose’s love for music 
is a family affair. “I started playing 
rub board in my father’s band [The 
Eunice Playboys] when I was seven. 
I moved to the drums at ten and 
started learning accordion at thir- 
teen. When he passed in 1994, I took 
over the band and have been run- 
ning it ever since.” 

In Louisiana, it’s common for 
music to be around the house and 
for kids to follow in their parent's 
footsteps musically. “Music is 
always around the house,” he 
explains. “You learn from your 
elders, and every family has some- 
one who is a musician who teaches 
the youngsters coming up. My

THE WEATHER ISN'T THE ONLY THING 
that’s unpredictable in Edmonton these days.

You 
couldn't travel far without finding out about it 
The price was just as inexpensive as other 
shows, and they were offering two floors of 
funk just like so many of the best parties have.

And you can’t blame the poor attendance 
that night on a dying scene because other 
events have done well. So how do you keep 
the people coming?

Music people have a lot of records at 
home: Or at least files on their hard drive.

PARTY PEOPLE 

If you're going to take a bet on whether 
there's more party people or music people in 
Edmonton, don’t bother.

NO IDEA IS ORIGINAL, BUT THE THING 
that differentiates ideas beyond the 
realm of duplication and into the 
world of innovation is merely 
through the effort put forth. By this 
token, you could say a few people 
just aren't really trying. A couple 
weeks ago, I saw a show featuring 
three emerging bands with diverse 
styles based on ‘70s and ’80s rock 
templates.

The emcees (Abdominal, D-Sisive) try to 
impart some wisdom on the listener, but not 
in any sincere way—more as an effort to 
appear well read or vaguely revolutionary (in 
an inoffensive manner). Shostakovich, Shake- 
speare, Gandhi—it's all so deliberate, and 
more importantly, not particularly impres- 
sive.

Hack- 
neyed similes rub up uncomfortably with 
gimmicky wordplay and decidedly unfunny 
shots at such hotbed topics as attractive sis- 
ters, wack emcees, etc. Thing is, any decent 
emcee can pull off silly humour and make it 
sound good—check Pharcyde’s “Yo Mama,” 
Del's “The Wacky World of Rapid Transit,” 
De ba, the list goes on. 

The music is just as cookie-cutter. Funky 
grooves mesh inoffensively with straightfor- 
ward beats. Like back in the day, ‘member? 
Not too impressive in 2005, but not entirely 
without merit. The instrumental tracks are 
the most listenable of the bunch, and as for- 
mulaic, heard-it-before as it is, it's enough to 
hold your attention, or at least get your foot 
tapping. But then those damn emcees show 
up and it all goes in the toilet again, Bottom 
line: If the name of your project is DJ __, 
put the music first and foremost, and at least 
try to make it slightly memorable. 

This is the kind of music that comes out 
of boardrooms when the plucky new guy 
suggests that they get a Jurassic 5 “sound- 
alike” for the next ad campaign. Except that 
Chali 2na and Akil (Jurassic 5) actually 
showed up on this one for a throwaway 
track and quick paycheque.

REINVENTING THE WHEEL IS USUALLY A 
difficult undertaking. Regina Spektor (best 
known for appearing on a Strokes b-side) 
attempts to flip the well-worn template of 
the love song with her major label debut 
Soviet Kitsch and her intentions are very 
noble.

PRISONERS OF LOVE COMPILES NEAR 20 YEARS 
worth of recorded output from Hoboken, 
New Jersey's Yo La Tengo. Long revered as 
an indie-rock staple, they've never quite 
managed to crack open the door to wide- 
spread recognition, toiling just beneath the 
radar instead and endearing themselves to 
their legion of fans. 

The record is sequenced non-chronologi- 
ally, which makes for a better listen overall. 
To say that their earlier recorded work is 
only slightly inferior would be kind, but the 
selection of early material here helps to give 
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a cohesive look at the band. Each of their 
albums is represented with no significant bias 
given to their later (and stronger) albums. 
Prisoners of Love seems to have been carefully 
constructed so as to avoid any “best-of” 
clichés, offering a balance of genre explo- 
ration'and mood. With a wider palette than 
your average band to select from this means 
a fair bit of diversity, though all inescapably 
under the Yo La Tengo banner. 

Both discs emphasize the softer side of 
the band, as Yo La Tengo usually dwells on 
the bedroom-rock side of things, with psy- 
chedelic-tinged whirling organs, hushed, con- 
fessional vocals, and a decent dose of mope. 
However, the finely tuned melodic sensibili- 
ties, as well as the tendency for sprawling 
sheets of noise balance out these qualities 
nicely. The band is also quite capable of 
bridging the gap between unabashed saccha- 
rine leanings and genuine sincerity. 

Longtime fans would have virtually no 
need for this record, though they could well 
be pacified with the deluxe version, available 
with an outtakes/rarities disc. It's nothing 
revelatory (though it does include a noisy 
run-through of Fleetwood Mac's “Dreams”), 
but it's a decent bonus nonetheless. Anyone 
with a passing interest in the band or only an 
album or two of theirs would be easily justi- 
fied in picking this up.

Disjunction. In December 2001, the Argentinean 
economy collapsed. People’s bank accounts 
disappeared in a single night impounded by the 
government. The rebellion of the people was 
muffled by the silence of the international mon 
etary authorities, the very authorities that had 
heaped praise on the economic model set up in 
Buenos Aires. Disjunction chronicles how peo- 
ple reacted to the crisis ten months later, what 
they set up to keep going, to provide a future 
for their families, The very first “resource” to be 
exploited was garbage — many became garbage 
collectors.

Workers occupied fac- 
tories, organizing themselves into cooperatives; 
they created an economy supported by, and 
linked to their own neighborhoods. The effort 
was expected by experts to fail. But the people 
have succeeded, at least in the short term. This 
is Argentina, where impossible dreams may 
last, as Jong as the short and intense beat of a 
tango.
